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The Research Number 


The material contained in the following 
pages has been compiled in an attempt to 
fulfill the desire of the National Council 
that the August number of the Phi Delta 
Kappan be devoted to publication of the 
research activities of the fraternity. To be 
sure, much of the material covered by the 
titles listed is not research material and it is 
not so indicated in the heading under which 
it is published. Doubtless much material 
listed under the head of research does not 
represent real research in the strict sense, 
but the evidence in hand was insufhcient 
for a more exact classification. In fact, the 
classification is essentially as each con- 
tributing member made it. 

The copy for this issue was supplied by 
members of the fraternity in response to a 
questionnaire, 7,200 of which were printed 
and distributed to the chapters together 
with mailing and return envelopes. Blanks 
were supplied to the alumni Chapters with 
the full realization that it meant duplica- 
tion of mailing in many instances, but with 
the hope that it would speed up the return 
by many members. 

The main points of the questionnaire are 
as follows:

The questionnaires were returned to the 
editor of the Phi Delta Kappan rather than 


to the chapter officers for several reasons: 


first, the time for collecting and compiling 
the results was very short, due to the 
inability of the new editor to get into 
action at an earlier date; second, it was 
deemed good policy to relieve the chapter 
officers of this burdensome task which, 
at the best, would come at a very busy time 
of the year; third, it was thought wise to 
undertake the task of compilation in one 
central office in order to provide for greater 
uniformity of presentation; and fourth, i 
was supposed hee more chapters would be 
represented by this plan. The task of com- 
piling the returns has been a large one 
and, in one respect at least, a disappoint- 
ing one. Some chapters are either not re- 
presented at all or else very meagerly 
represented. On the other hand, the 
returns from many of the chapters have 
been most gratifying and especially so in 
view of the late distribution of the question- 
naires. 

The lists of degrees granted and theses 
submitted are a decided departure from 
anything that we have had in former re- 
search numbers. These lists are arranged 
by institution and chapter. Some institu- 
tion lists are missing, but it is hoped that 
those may be secured and published in 
the October issue. The chapter presidents 
were called upon to supply these lists 
and the response has been splendid. Any 
chapter not represented in these lists 
will doubtless exert every effort to see that 
their list is provided for the October number. 

The questionnaires supplied a great deal 
more copy than could possibly be used in a 
single number of thirty-two pages. Much 
of the remaining material will be used in 
the October issue which is also a “Research 
Number,” and in which the emphasis will 
be placed on the suggestion of problems 
upon which research is needed. ‘Studies 
under way” was prepared for this number 
but space limitations make its publication 
impossible at this time. 

There has been considerable demand for 
a sentence or short paragraph expansion of 
all researches listed. With our present 
limitations, that is manifestly impossible.

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CO-OPERATION 


The production of each copy of the Phi 
Delta Kappan depends upon the co-opera- 
tion of the membership of Phi Delta Kappa 
at large, the chapter officers in each center, 
and the national executive committee as 
represented by the historian and editor. 
This issue is peculiarly a co-operative 
number with the central national office 
doing most of the work.
